Boston, Mass., circa 1730 
Pear shape, with molded flaring foot and S-scroll handle. Engraved 
in front with a coat of arms consisting of a shield impaling, charged 
with a hand grasping a cluster of arrows, also a chevron and three leat 
palmettes, and with leaf-scroll mantling. Maker’s mark stamped under- 
neath: w. COWELL, showing the script letters and spelling peculiar to 
father and son, and enclosed in an irregular oblong. Very rare. (Ran- 
dolph) Height, 5% inches

Rare SILVER PorRINGER BY JOHN EDWARDS 

Boston, Mass., 1670-1746 
Unusually large bowl with rounded sides and slightly depressed base; 
the openwork handle of early cinquefoil or keyhole pattern is engraved 
on the face with the initials 1.7.m. The front of the porringer is en- 
graved with the name Anna G. Judson. Maker’s mark stamped inside 
at centre: J.E. (the last letter rubbed), a coronet above in a shaped 
field. (Randolph) Diameter, 5% inches

15. IMPORTANT SILVER TANKARD BY BARTHOLOMEW SCHAATS 


New York, N. Y., 1670-1758 
Slightly tapered cylindrical body, hinged flat lid with corkscrew billet, 
S-scroll handle embellished with beading; the molded base enriched 
with a fillet of cut-card ornament showing frieze in the form of acan- 
thus. The front of the tankard is engraved with a coat of arms con- 
sisting of a shield charged with a sea serpent, stars, and harp, diagonally 
divided, and with leaf-scroll mantling; below are the conjoined initials 
RMB. The lid is mounted with a silver coin of King Louis XV, dated 
1728. Maker’s mark stamped on lid, on side just below the rim: B.s., 
crude capitals in a heart-shaped shield, an ornament below. (Good- 
ridge) Height, 6% inches; diameter at base, 47/4, inches 


Note. Bartholomew Schaats was one of the eminent group of New York Dutch 
silversmiths which included the Boelens and Peter Van Dyck, active circa 1680-1730. 


The arms engraved on the tankard are those of Nathaniel Marston.

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IMPORTANT SILVER TANKARD BY SAMUEL VERNON 
Newport, R. I., 1683-1737 
Slightly tapered cylindrical body entirely plain, hinged flat lid with 
serrated front rim, and shaped openwork thumbpiece formed as two 
dolphins juxtaposed. The S-ccroll handle engraved with the initials 
PBA; base skirted with a cyma molding. Maker’s mark stamped on 
lid and on the side to left of handle: s.v., crude capitals in a heart- 
shaped shield, a trefoil beneath. (New York Private Collector) 
Height, 7% inches; diameter at base, 5% inches 


Note: The history of the tankard as recorded in a letter available to the pur- 
chaser is as follows: It originally belonged to a descendant of the Reverend Chad 
» Brown, the eminent Salem, Mass. minister, who afterwards settled in Providence, 
&” RI. It was later given as a wedding present to Pelig Brown who married Ann 
Ingraham in 1782, afterwards coming into the possession of several generations of 

the family until recent date. 


Samuel Vernon, one of the earliest Rhode Island silversmiths, is represented in the 
principal collections of American silver. A fine group of pieces by him is owned by 
the United Congregational Church at Newport, founded 1720.

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17. IMPORTANT SILVER TANKARD BY ANDREW TYLER 

Boston, Mass., 1692-1741 
Plain cylindrical body with molded rim and base; hinged half-dome lid 
with flat top, is engraved with the arms of Harvard College, and has a 
thumbpiece composed of two dolphins juxtaposed. The S-scroll handle 
terminates at the base in a putto mask. Maker’s mark stamped on the 
side to right of handle and underneath: a.t., Roman capitals in a 
shaped shield, a coronet above, an animal-like ornament below. (Logue)

Note: The tankard was originally owned by the Reverend Samuel Mosley, who 
graduated from Harvard College in 1729, and married Bethia Otis, the daughter of 
John Otis, who also attended Harvard. In 1735 he was made chaplain to Governor 
Jonathan Belcher of Massachusetts, and the tankard has remained in the Mosley 
family until quite recently.

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18. IMpoRTANT SILVER TANKARD BY JOHN CODDINGTON 


Newport, R. I., 1690-1743 
Cylindrical plain body; molded slightly flaring base, hinged flat lid with 
fluted thumbpiece; S-scroll handle terminating in a shield motive at the 
base, and engraved with the initials 1.w., the name Freelove Whipple 
engraved on the front. Maker’s mark stamped five times on the tank- 
ard, twice to the right of the handle, twice on the lid, and once on the 
handle: 1c, crude capitals within a leaf-shaped cartouche. Spout added. 
(Eastern Private Collector) 
Height, 6 inches; diameter at base, 44 inches 


Note: John Coddington was the grandson of William Coddington (1601-1678), 
founder and several times governor of the colony of Rhode Island. The tankard was 
made by John Coddington for Colonel Joseph Whipple, and exhibits the flat lid and 
small scale which make it an exceedingly rare example of early Rhode Island silver- 
smithing. Its date of manufacture is about the period 1712-1715. 


The tankard has descended in the distinguished Whipple-Fenner family of Rhode 
Island, and records indicate it as in the possession of successive generations of this 
family from the eighteenth century to the middle of the nineteenth century, acquired, 
in almost every instance, through the marriage of a daughter.
